+ (D)1909. 408p. **$2 net. 


A study in American economic history concerned with the 
employment of women in the five industries (cotton-spinning, 
boot and shoe manufacture, cigar and clothing making, 
and printing) which employ them in greatest numbers and 
an estimate of the work of women as a factor in American 
economic development. The six appendixes include a review 
of ‘*Child labor in America before 1870,’’ ‘‘Table of women’s 
wages in cotton mills,’’ and a ‘‘Trial bibliography’’ (8p.) 
The style is not particularly vivid, but is straightforward and 
readable and the material is well arranged and well pre- 
sented. There is no other comprehensive historical treatment 
of American conditions. Most of the material appeared in 
the Journal of Political Economy. :

Written 
in vivid, fluent and popular style, with a knowledge and grasp 
of the political situation. Is worth more to the student of 
Near Eastern affairs than either Buxton’s Turkey in revolu 
tion (Booklist, 6:8, S 09) or Knight’s Awakening of Turkey 
(Booklist, 6:16, S 09) because it shows the actual working of 
recent reforms. ;

In writing of present-day 
Yucatan and the condition of the Mayans the authors make a 
drastic indictment of the peonage system, which on the great 
haciendas amounts to actual slavery, and are disagreeably 
plain-spoken in regard to rural ecclesiastical abuses. ‘They 
claim to be the first Englishmen who have explored the un- 
civilized northeastern portions of the Yucatan peninsula. 
There are numerous illustrations from photographs, a map and 
plans of ruins.

Besides giving advice concerning 
sanitation of private houses and public buildings the author 
takes up water and pure milk supply, and discusses briefly the 
symptoms, treatment and methods of preventing contagious 
diseases. The book is primarily intended for a textbook for 
agricultural schools and colleges and, as such, is more compre- 
hensive than most works on rural hygiene. Bashore’s Country 
house sanitation (Booklist, 1:67, O 05) though it covers less 
ground will be more valuable in communities where simpler 
conditions prevail than are here presupposed.
